Dec. 23 -Amer­ 
ica has alway prided itself on being

countries in that no man here can 
act as dictator. But the test after 
next January on the dictatorship is­ 
sue will come in an entirely differ­ 
ent way. Congress will be called 
upon to decide whether it is going 
to yield to the dictatorship of a 
minority group which claims to 
have received a mandate in the last 
election to do as it pleases with the 
labor-management relationship. 
Already the issues are shaping up 
and tile lines of cleavage are form­ 
ing. Unless Congressmen are w itll rib: 
to submit to tin* dictatorship and 
become pro-union, they are to be 
threatened at tile polls. Already the 
same minority claims it is res}x>n- 
sible for the election of President 
Truman 
Tin* concrete question at issue is 
whether labor unions shall have no 
restrictions 
placed 
upon 
them— 
whether, for example, they shall 
not be touched by federal law when 
they engage in mass picketing and 
intimidation and interfere with the 
right to work or when they demand 
the right to say who shall be hired. 
Demand For Monopoly Privilege 
Tile demand for a monopoly priv­ 
ilege. legalizing what is known as 
the “clo>ed shop”—where no Amer­ 
ican can work except with the i>er- 
mission of a labor union no matter 
how’ efficient or qualified he may be 
for a job—has been approved by 
members of the Truman adminis­ 
tration. 
The right to work—the most fun- 
Janfental of all civil rights— is to 
be swept away and in its place the 
“closed shop” monopoly is to be 
restored if. as planned, the Taft- 
H art ley Act is repealed in its en­ 
tirety. 
Labor unions, assisted 
by the 
Democratic party’s managers, now 
have announced that they want the 
entire Taft-Hartley Act repealed. 
The Democratic national chairman 
formally ta k e tin* position th a t this 
is w h a t tile public voted for iii the 
Iasi election 
VV hlle Iilusl Republicans aint some 
Democrats say they want a lair law 
lo substitute for the Taft-Hartley 
Act, this is apparently not the de­ 
sire of the Truman administration. 
which acknowledge that the labor 


unions won the election for the 
President and that hence the ad­ 
ministration is politically obligated 
to da as labor dictates. 
Theoretically, for generations in 
America, the public interest has 
superseded that of any group or 
bloc. Thomas Jefferson inveighed 
against 
special 
privilege. 
Today 
special privilege is handed out to 
whatever faction or bloc produces 
enough votes to help win an elec­ 
tion. There is no longer any shame 
about accepting such plain assertion 
of a claim to special privilege. 
Today also the labor unions want 
those provisions of the existing law 
willed out which place on them the 
same restrictions on the use of 
money in elections that have for 
decades been placed upon corpora­ 
tions. Tile labor unions will insist— 
and doubtless President Truman 
will go along—that businesses must 
not use any of their funds for elec­ 
tion purposes but labor unions may 
collect billions of dollars in dues and 
do as they please about using those 
funds for political purposes. 
Nobody has arisen from labor's 
ranks to say that a worker might 
possibly differ in his political views 
from ^another 
worker. 
His dues 
money can be appropriated against 
his will for a political purpose no 
matter what he thinks—and he 
better not think out loud. because 
under a “closed shop” monopoly he 
can cease to be in “good standing” 
in the union and be fired from the 
job by order of the union. This is a 
move toward a one-partv system 
which Moscow will, of course, not 
miss when it looks about for propa­ 
ganda accusing America of hypo­ 
crisy. 
Totalitarianism With Vengeance 
Time was when labor unions were 
like any other groups—their peti­ 
tion for special legislation was con­ 
sidered only in the light of the pub­ 
lic interest. Today there is no group 
in Congress representing the public 
interest as such. The labor unions 
have a list of those members «*l 
Congress whom they Consider pro­ 
union. All others are considered 
an ti-union. 
The labor leaders do not believe 
there is such a thing as objectivity 
or neutrality. Nobody who disagrees 
with a labor union is ever consider-

Its tragedy is that the Christmas spirit do es 
no t endure.

News o f a plush, fo ur-engined Co nstellatio n park­ 
ed uno bstrusiv ely in a hangar at Washingto n’s Na­ 
tio nal Airpo rt is a tempting mo rsel. 
Who o rdered it, 
and fo r who m was it o rdered? 
Air Secretary Sy mingto n say s it was o rdered as a 
standby fo r the President’s DC-6 , the “ Independence.” 
He say s he di.scussed it with the President a y ear ago , 
and Mr. Truman to ld him to go ahead and do as he 
saw fit. 
So it was o rdered and co nv erted into an 
"ex ecutiv e” ty pe ship with statero o ms, lo unges and 
the like. 
The Secretary is upset because a repo rter 
wro te that the big plane was to hav e been an Air Fo rce 
present fo r “ President Dewey .” 
The sto ry w’as a 
three-day wo nder. 
Mr. SjTningto n then made use o f a ro utine Wash­ 
ingto n luncheo n to state the Air Fo rce po sitio n and 
rev iew the backgro und o f the sto ry . 
He implied that 
the repo rter might hav e been taken in by a fictitio us 
“ change o rder” circulated amo ng emplo y es o f Lo ck­ 
heed Aircraft Co rpo ratio n, which called fo r “ remo v al 
o f mo ustache cup,” and “ insertio n o f piano .” 
He 
also o ffered a $1,000 bet that no o ne co uld dig up 
ev idence o f “ Republican leanings” in the Air Fo rce to p 
echelo ns. 
On the same day Mr. Truman, reply ing to a direct 
questio n at his press co nference, denied any kno wledge 
o f the plane o ther than “ what he had read in the 
papers.” 
This puts Mr. Sy mingto n in a bo x because 
he had said the o rder was placed with the President’s 
kno wledge. 
An\*way , the President has a stand-by plane. If 
Mr. Truman play ed co y in deny ing kno wledge o f it to 
let Mr. Sj'mingto n stew in so me unfav o rable and 
mbarrassing publicity , he has succeeded. 


Tourf Lacks Ju risd ictio n 
The ruling by the United States Supreme Co urt 
hat It has no autho rity to rev iew decisio ns by the 
Internatio nal Military Tribunal in To ky o is no t sur­ 
prising. 
It was o nly o n a slim chance, any way , that 
^he co unsel fo r J apanese sentenced by the tribunal 
ppealed to the highest American co urt. 
The co urt’s reaso ns fo r refusing to step in are 
bv io us. 
The tribunal was no t a co urt o f the United 
States but o ne set up by the Allied natio ns, o f which 
-his co untry !s o nly o ne. 
Under the Co nstitutio n the 
Supreme Co urt has jurisdictio n o v er all cases arising 
in the United States and to cases in which the United 
States is. Itself, a party . 
These co nditio ns did no t 
Tev ail at To ky o . 
It was impo rtant, ho wev er, that the co urt rule in 
he matter. 
As J u.stice J ack.so n recently po inted o ut. 
div ided o pinio n in the co urt wo uld thro w do ubt o n 
ne legality o f the tribunal's actio n and wo uld damage 
■\liied prestige, by imply ing a po ssibility o f upsetting 
he v erdicts. 
The difficulty has been remo v ed. 
The .sentences 
•f the tribunal hav e been carried o ut. 
'But the larger 
questio n o f w'hether the theo ry o f the war crimes 
.rials, that a man can be co nv icted o f a crime that was 
no t legally defined as such at the time o f its co mmis- 
rio n, has no t been settled. 
If the precedent set up 
at To ky o and Nuernburg trials has any meaning, it is 
^hat the winners o f future wars will kill the leader- 
'n the lo sing side.
